Assistance and Badger Care programs; increasing segregated funding for the payment of
principal and interest costs incurred in financing land acquisition and development under
the stewardship program; restricting distribution of funds by the Tobacco Control Board
to the Tobacco Research and Intervention Center at the University of Wisconsin-
Madison; lapsing or reestimating expenditures from certain general purpose revenue
appropriations; exempting the actions of the legislature on this bill from the required
general fund structural balance and the required general fund statutory balance; and
making appropriations.
